Practically every phase of police work Increased during the 
year as compared to the previous two years, the report shows, 
Strangely enough, however, fewer persons wore arrested for vio­ 
lation of road and driving laws than In either of the two previous 
years.

The report also shows that police cars were driven a total 
of 221.-131 miles during 1951 as compared to 180,502 in 1950 and 
179.810 miles In 10-111. Similar increases are shown in nearly all 
other parts of the report.
